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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -1 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

As to claims 1 and 3; what doe "multi-axis" imply? Does any item have more 
than one axis? 

As to claims 2 and 4; "uncoupled" is not accurate, as Applicant's Figures illustrate 
that the tables are coupled via the lowermost horizontal support structure of Figure 2. 
As to claim 5; "multi-task simulation table" lacks antecedent basis. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 10-15 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Langer. 

Lange teaches a simulation test system including a first and second multi axis 
surfaces positioned on rollers, where the surfaces receive wheels of a vehicle to be 
tested. 
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As to claims 1 , 3, 14; the surfaces more horizontally, vertically and rotatably 
about a vertical axis, and thus may be deemed to be "multi-axis". Also, the belt 
surfaces are horizontal, and support the vehicle, suggestive of a table. 

As to claims 2, 4; the surfaces are at least as "uncoupled" as Applicant's 
disclosed tables. 

As to claims 6, 12; each of the rollers includes different actuators 43, 60, 40. 

As to claims 7, 13; Langer teaches use of "hydraulic" (col. 6, line 21) motors, and 
"cylinders" (col. 5, line 35) is suggestive of use of hydraulics. 

As to claims 10 and 11; vehicles include exhaust systems. 

As to claims 3 and 18; note that the vehicle is "restrained" (col. 3, line 64), 
resulting in the vehicle being mounted to the system, and thus associated components. 

As to claim 15; the motor 16 provides for one horizontal force in Figure 2, and the 
supports provide for a horizontal force in Figure 5. 

5. Claims 1 , 5, 3 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Borg. 

Borg teaches every limtation of claims 1 and 5, but does the written specification 
does not refer to a "table". 

As to claims 1 and 5; element 22 may be deemed to be a table because it 
supports the vehicle under test like a table. In the alternative, elements 64 may be 
deemed to be tables as they rest upon a (single) leg and support an item immediately 
thereabove. 
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Borg teaches every limitation of claims 3 and 17, but call the vehicle under test a 
"system". 

As to claims 3 and 17; the vehicle may be deemed to be a system, as vehicles 
are combination of working components that behave as a system.
